EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 


The Bureau of Statistics has issued a 


comparative statement of the exports 
and Imports of the principal articles 
during the month of October, 1896, and 
the ten months ending October 31st. 
The exports of breadstnffs amounted 
to $19,864,896,88 compared with $12,207,- 
Oil for October, 1895. For the ten 
months ended October 31,1898, the ex- 
ports amounted to $135,298,984, as com- 
pared with $97,622,351 for the corre- 
sponding months of 1895. The cotton 
exports daring October aggregated $37,- 
245,408, as compared with $27,808,447 in 
October 1895. The mineral oils ex- 
ported in October amounted to $6,094,- 
163, and for the same month in 1895 to 
$5,890,514. For the lust teu months tbo 
value of those oils exported was $52,- 
325,276, as against $44,972,499 in tbe 
same months in 1895. Provisions ex- 
ported in October, 1896, amounted to 
$14(859,200, us compared with $13,147,- 
632 in October, 1895. 
For the ten 


months ended October 81,1896, the ex- 
ports of provisions amounted to $135,- 
351,713, as compared with $125,598,555 
in the corresponding period of 1895 


The total exports of domestic mer- 


chandise for ten mouths of 1896 
umonuted to $752,868,113, as against 
$631,512,565 for the ten months of 1895. 
The imports of merchandise for the ten 
months 
ended 
October 
81, 1896, 


amounted to $572,461,905, us compared 
with $676,123,483 for the corresponding 
period of 1895. 


Tbe gold exports in October, 1896, 


amounted to $343,168, as compared with 
$1,873,897 in 1895, and 
the imports 


of gold amounted to $27,961,938 in 
October, 1896, as against $1,807,040 in 
October, 1895 


The exports of silver during October, 


1898, amounted to $4,794,339, foi Oc- 
tober, 1895, the amount was H594.447. 
In October, 1896, the imports of silver 
amounted to$888,422, for October, 1995, 
the amount was $1,391,831, 


The flood of silver which the gold 


men told us would 
inundate thn 


country is not apparent in the state- 
ment of exports and imports, as wo are 
exporting about five times as much of 
the metal asweimpoit. 
The truth is 


under tbe benign influences ol goltt- 
bngism our silver, of which we oxpoit 
three or four millions monthly, is kept 
down to the lowest possible price and 
is taken to Europe where its value is 
doubled Jby running it though the 
mints. If that is good for the country, 
the country is likely to be beneflted for 
four years more. 


SNOW IN WASHINGTON 


Tlis JIIo«t Uentructlve Storm West of tbe 


Itookle* Since 1844. 


SEATTLE, November 23.—Seattle and 


the entire northwestern portion of the. 
State are emerging from the tbroea of 
another disastrous snow storm, lasting 
from Friday afternoon until one o'clock 
this moi ning. Twelve inches of snow 
fell in as many hours, the full fall 
being eighteen inches, an equivalent of 
1.81 inches of rain. The snow carried 
down all the Western Union wires and 
completely wrecked tbe telephone and 
electric light systems. The operation 
of all electric railways was likewise 
stopped. Should the snow continue to 
melt as rapidly as it le now, it wil 
bring increased disaster to tbe Oasoad 
division,of tbe lailro.ids 


"We will have our lines ready for 


overland trains Tuesday," Samuel Hill 
Vice President of the Great Northern 
replied to-night at the Butler Hotel 01 
being asked when that portion of the 
main lino which has been tied up by 
washouts in the Cascade mountains 
since a week ago last Friday would be 
in operation again. 


Ohief Engineer Stevens accompanied 


Mr. Hill West. They came over tin 
Great Northern to Skykomisb, then 
crossed tbe river in a row-boat and 
came thence to Seattle on a woik triin 
According to Mr. Hill the most seuous 
trouble with which the road is now con 
fronted in resuming traffic is m < on 
struoting a bridge over tbe Skykooiio!: 
river, and this, he thinks, will be com 
pleted by Tuesday. 


"This has been the most destructive 


storm to all property, from the Rocky 
Mountains west to the coast, that has 
occurred since 1844," the Great North 
eio Vice President resumed. "As to 
the bridge washouts, both railroad anc 
public, they have been occasioned 
more by reason of persons throwing 
trees, logs and wood in the river than 
high water." 


Mr. Hill was attired m a storm suil 


and bore unmistakable evidence of hav- 
ing taken a very active part in superin- 
tending the work of repairing along the 
line of the Great Northern from the 
Bookies to the coast.

The famine in India causes tbe grav- 


est concern in England. The Secretary 
of India, in what the newspapers say is 
a remarkable speech, admits that over 
70,000,000 of people are threatened with 
a scarcity of food, though the govern- 
ment has some prospect of alleviating 
the suffering. The Russian newspapers 
are appealing for subscriptions for the 
relief of the Hindoos. This action on 
the part of Kussia is looked upon with 
considerable suspicion in London, as 
it is suggested that the Bussian Gov- 
ernment should superintend the buy- 
ing of grain and dispatching it to the 
starving Hindoos. The moral effect of 
this tbe English authorities think will 
be bad, especially it agents of the 
Russian Government distribute money 
and grain in India. The German papers 
say the famine has given Russia ihe 
opportunity of commending itself to 
the Hindoos as a generous friend in 
time of need and create the impression 
among them that Russia would provide 
for their wants much better than tbo 
British Government. Tbe latter can- 
not object to the Russians distributing 
food among the starving Hindoos, and 
Russia would not heed an appeal for 
aid from the British Government if the 
•id is to be furnished tbe 
famine 


stricken people through British of- 
ficials. 


Tbe famine in India has caused an 


advance (u the price of wheat through- 
out the United States, but as the Hin- 
doos are poor they cannot afford to 
purchase high-priced food unless the 
Government furnishes money for the 
purpose.

Power of Xlodcrn Guns. 


A calculation of the power of a, mod- 


ern gun brings out the singular fact 
that tho active life of a 100 ton gun is 
j jst ono second. An Italian cannon ot 
tins caliber, with a charge of 530 pounds 
of powder and a shot weighing about 
2.000 pounds,, will give an initial veloc- 
ity of 523 meters per second. Tha length 
of tho time during which tho powder 
nets is less than one hundredth of a see- 
on J, and after 100 shots the cannon .is 
put out of service. 


It is estimated that during the active 


period of the work of tho powder iu the 
gun tho mean power is greater than 
87,000,000 foot pound per hundredth 
of a second— say 8,700,000,000 
foot 


pounds per second. This represents a 
power of 13,000,000 kilowatts, or 17,- 
000,000 horsepower. — Detroit News.
